TWO RESCUED, THREE MISSING; 
ARMY BOMBER FALLS IN OCEAN 


Pilot and Private Found on Island 
Near Cristobal, C. Z.; 
Seek Companions.

United States Army and Navy 
planes today rescued two flyers ma- 
rooned on an island after their 
Army bomber fell into the Atlantic 
last night.

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GEORGE W. OLVANY JR, 
LL, SHOOTS HIMSELF 


Son of Former Tammany 
Leader Gives Farewell Party, 
Then Tries to End Life, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. . 
SARANAC LAKE, N. Y., Dec. 
10.—George W. Olvany Jr., 22-year- 
old son of the former Tammany 
Hall leader, shot and _ seriously 
wounded himself early today on the 
grounds of a deserted hotel here. 
He had been convalescent from tu- 


berculosis at Saranac Lake since his 
graduation from Brown University 
last June, 

Last night he was host at a small 
party at which he told friends that 
he planned to go to his home in 
New York for the holidays. To 
Bruce Clark, newspaper man, who 
was a guest, he handed a note, say- 
ing it was “the inside dope on a 
shooting affair that should make a 
good story for you.” He instructed 
Clark not to open it until 2 a. m. 

Thinking it a joke, Clark kept 
the note until the specified time, 
when he opened it. It read: 

“The story\I, told you about broke 
this morning. Inclosing taxi fare 
so you won't be in the hold if it 
isn’t of interest. Get a taxi to 
take you to the bench opposite 
Ampersand boat house. The story 
should be near my car. Couldn't 
give you the details beforehand as 
I was afraid you might get hurt 
and I didn’t want any innocent 
parties to get the blame. Drop 
over to my rooms later. Tallyho!” 

Clark called policemen and went 

to the piace named in the note, 
where he found Olvany, who had 
been shot twice in the head. He 
was semiconscious. His .45-caliber 
pistol lay nearby. In his clothing 
policemen found a note in which 
he said he was taking his life and 
that notes to his fiancee and his 
parents would be found in his room. 
It concluded: 
“You'll find a blanket behind the 
back seat, and a drink on it. Con- 
sideration, I calls it. Pax vobis- 
cum.” 

The notes left in his room indi- 
cated that he had been despondent. 


A. F. L. SAYS 11,650,000 LACK 
JOBS IN PRIVATE INDUSTRY 


Green Says Employment Has Fail- 
ed to Keep Pace With Busi- 
ness Recovery. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10. — The 
American Federation of Labor to- 
day estimated unemployment, as of 
October, at 11,650,000 persons. It said 
this compared with 15,470,000 in 
March, 1933. William Green, 
president, said the 11,650,000 in- 
cluded 3,000,000 now employed by 
New Deal emergency agencies. 

“Today,” Green said, “with a half 
recovery of business we still have 
with us 74 per cent of the depres- 
sion unemployment. From March, 
1933 to October, 1935 industry has 
created 5,657,000 jobs. In the same 
period, however, the number of per- 
sons seeking work has increased by 
1,564,000. ... 

“These figures are a clarion call 
to action. They show that unless 
industry, in co-operation with labor, 
is willing to face this problem and 
provide work for the unemployed, 
society will be forced to take some 
other means to give these millions 
their rightful chance to earn their 
livelihood.” 


E. F. HUTTON GIVES UP JOB 


Banket Resigns as Chairman of 
General Foods Corporation. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—E. F. Hut- 
ton, Wall street banker, has re- 
signed as chairman of General 
Foods Corporation, it was an- 
nounced today. Cc. M. Chester, 
president of the corporation, has 
been named Hutton’s successor, and 
Clarence Francis, executiv- vice- 
president, has been appointed presi- 
dent to succeed Chester. The of- 
fice of executive vice-president has 

been eliminated. 

A statement issued by the com- 
pany said Hutton had been chair- 
man since April, 1923, and “during 
this period has declined to accept 
any compensation therefor.” Ches- 
ter commented that Hutton “al- 
though improving, was not in good 
health and that his return to active 
business affairs was indefinite.”

Thousands of Defenders 
Said to Be Massing for 
Attempt to Repel Fas- 
cist Invaders.

ROME, Dec, 10.—Hard bayonet 
fighting by Italy’s Northern forces, 
an official communique says, dis- 
persed a strong Ethiopian body 
near the Takkaze River, just west 
of the main Eritrean front. 

The communique says: 

“On the Eritrean front, our de- 
tachments encountered a_ strong 
group of Ethiopian forces near the 
Takkaze River in the region south 
of Addi Encato. 

“The adversary was attacked with 
bayonets and put to flight, leaving 
on the ground 15 dead. On our side, 
two Eritrean non-commissioned of- 
ficers and five Askari were killed.” 

War correspondents say Marshal 
Pietro Badoglio and Gen. Rudolfo 
Graziani, Italy’s commanders on 
the Northern and Southern fronts, 
both foresee possibil#ties of more 
serious opposition soon. 

The correspondents report that 
aerial scouts on the Southern front 
estimated 50,000 Ethiopians were 
concentrating north of Dolo,.a town 
at the west end of the frontiers 
between Ethiopia and Italian So- 
maliland. 


Kthiopians Keport Winning Two 
Battles in North. 

ADDIS ABABA, Dec. 10.—Ras 
Seyoum’s armies won two battles 
on the northern front last week, 
the Ethiopian Government says in 
@ communique, scattering Italian 
encampments at Kalhabile Dec. 2 
and at Menagar the next day. 

The Italians left nine dead and 
many rifles, the communique re- 
ports, after the victories by the for- 
mer Governor of the Tigre Prov- 
ince and one of Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie’s principal commanders in 
the north. 

“Fifty soldiers from the personal 

bodyguard of the traitor Haile Se- 
lassie Gugsa joined the Ethiopian 
side Dec. 8,” the announcement 
adds. 
- Officials say the Ethiopian forces 
in the north have succeeded in cut- 
ting off Italian communications and 
that the Fascists are retreating 
from their main front lines in the 
Makale sector. 

The official communique says, 
“The Italians seized all cattle in a 
big roundup north of Makale Dec. 
7, without indemnifying the pop- 
ulation.”

LIQUOR MAN TELLS 
OF TELEPHONE CALL 


Says Publisher of Weekly 
Offered to Withhold Se- 
ries of Articles About 
Him for $1500.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 10.— 
Walter W. Liggett, 49-year-old edi- 
tor and publisher of the weekly 
Midwest American, was shot to 
death last night as he drove his 
automobile into an alley near his 
home. 

He was accompanied by his wife 
and 10-year-old daughter, Marda, 
who saw a man in a darkened au- 


tomobile fire at Liggett five times. 
Mrs. Liggett told police, “I will re- 
member the killer’s face as long as 
I live.” 

Liggett, who had a pistol in his 
pocket, fell dying with his arms 
full of groceries which he was about 
to carry into his home. 

His daughter, seeing him fall, 
cried, “Don’t die, Daddy, don’t die.” 
He had been attacked and beaten 
twice in recent months and in the 
last issue of his weekly said he 
might be assassinated. 


Lines of Investigation. 


Police were investigating a tele- 
phone conversation whch Detective 
Capt. Al Marxen said Liggett had 
yesterday with Meyer Schuldberg, 
president of a liquor distributing 
company. 

Marxen said Liggett informed 
Schuldberg he was writing a series 
of articles on Schuldberg’s activ- 
ities. He said Schuldberg bet the 
editor $500 he was wrong in his 
premises and suggested that Liggett 
give Government operatives his evi- 
dence if he thought it was true. In 
a formal statement to police, 
Schuldberg said Liggett demanded 
$1500 to “lay off.” 

The police held Isadore Blumen- 
feld, alias Kid Cann, for question- 
ing after he submitted voluntarily 
for examination. Blumenfeld, iden- 
tified by the police as connected 
with the liquor business here, said 
he was in a barber shop shortly 
before the killing and could not 
have reached the scene in time to 
fire the fatal shots. 

Blumenfeld said he was intro- 
duced to Liggett by Mrs. Annette 
Fawcett, divorced wife of the mag- 
azine publisher, Billy Fawcett, 
shortly before Liggett was severely 
beaten by unidentified assailants in 
a beer parlor two months ago. A 
few weeks later he was waylaid 
and beaten by three men as he 
stepped from an automobile in front 
of a cafe. 

Soon after that, Liggett was tried 
and acquitted on criminal charges 
involving two minor girls. He 
termed the charges a “political 
frameup.” 

Mrs. Liggett’s Statement, 

Marxen released a statement 
from Mrs. Liggett in which she 
said she recognized Blumenfeld as 
her husband’s assailant. She said 
Blumenfeld had been pointed out 
to her twice before, but that she 
never had talked with him. She 
said she was certain there were two 
men, and possibly a third, in the 
car from which the fatal bullets 
were fired. 

Mrs. Liggett disclosed that 
threats to kidnap her daughter had 
been made during her husband’s re- 
cent trial in an effort to prevent 
her presence at the trial. 

Former Governor William Langer 
disclosed in Bismarck, N. D., today 
that Liggett was to have been a 
“star witness” in Langer’s defense 
against Federal conspiracy charges. 

Langer went on trial today in 
Federal Court at Bismarck on a 
conspiracy charge. He did not dis- 
close what testimony Liggett would 
have given, but said Liggett would 
have been called on to rebut tes- 
timony given in the former Gov- 
ernor’s previous trials. Langer said 
that Liggett called him yesterday 
and promised to be in Bismarck 
today. 

Assailed Gov. Olson. 

Liggett had a turbulent career as 
editor, free lance writer and ex- 
poser of alleged graft conditions. 
He frequently charged that his ene- 
mies were trying to suppress his 
publication. 

In his last issue he demanded the 
impeachment of Gov. Olson on graft 
charges. Listing 10 alleged irregu- 
larities, dared Olson to accuse him 
of libel. 

Charges of alleged “corruption 
and hypocrisy” were made by Lig- 
gett in February, 1930, when he tes- 
tified before the House Judiciary

YOUTH, 19, ADMITS 
EXTORTION ATTEMPT 


Confesses Writing Demand for 
$5000 From Eugene F. 
Williams. : 


Alexander Lesinski, one of 14 chil- 
dren of a truck gardener in Oliv- 
ette, St. Louis County, confessed to- 
day that he had attempted to extort 
$5000 from Eugene F. Williams, a 
broker who resides in the St. Louis 
Country Club grounds, under threat 
of death to Williams’ three children. 

Lesinski, who is 19 years old, also 


admitted he had written a second 
note to Bernard Schimmel, man- 
ager of the DeSoto Hotel, threaten- 
ing him with harm if Lesinski was 
not hired by the hotel as a baker's 
helper. 

The arrest of the youth last night 
disclosed that Williams’ home has 
been under guard of Department of 
Justice agents since Lesinski’s note, 
written on a Christmas card and in- 
closed in an envelope, was received 
last Wednesday. 

It was the note to Schimmel 
which led to the arrest. Depart- 
ment of Justice Agent R. E. Vet- 
terli and detectives compared the 
handwriting with that on an appli- 
cation for a job as a baker’s helper, 
which had been filed with the hotel 
manager by Lesinski. When it was 
found that the writing tallied, the 
policemen went to Lesinski’s home 
just west of Price road and south 
of Olive Street road. He readily 
admitted that he had written the 
notes to Schimmel and Williams, 
which tallied in handwriting. 

The youth said he had written

The French Cabinet met today to 
consider the whole question in the 
light of the reported British reserva- 
tions. 
The peace program already has 
been communicated unofficially to 
Rome. 
The nature of the changes desired 
by the British was not immediately 
disclosed. 
The original differences between 
the French and British arose over 
the question of how much land 
Italy, declared aggressor in the 
East African conflict, should be per- 
mitted to hold in any final settle 
ment. a 
Britain Withdraws Approval of 
Terms. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec, 10.—A sharp re 
volt breaking through the ranks of 
the conservatives in the House of 
Commons forced the Government to- 
day to withdraw hasty approval of 
a Franco-British plan for Ethiopian 
peace and reopen the negotiations 
with Paris. 

Attempting to avert a threatened 
politica] crisis, with opposition re- 
ported even in the Cabinet itself, 
the Government ordered the British 
Ambassador to Paris, Sir George 
Russell Clerk, to explain the British 
situation to Paris officials, and seek 
modification of the plan. 

In parliamentary circles it was 
stated the strong stand against the 
Government’s program was brought 
on by what was called a proposal 
to permit Premier Mussolini of 
Italy virtuaily to dictate “conquer- 
er’s terms” upon Ethiopia. 

Attack on Baldwin. 

Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin, 
vehemently attacked in Parliament 
by the opposition, refused to réeas- 
sure the members that the Govern- 
ment was still upholding the prin- 
ciple that the aggressor would not 
be rewarded for aggressions, 

The position of Anthony Eden, 
British Minister for League of Na- 
tions Affairs, was not clarified. It

In addition, the barge lines have 
requested the commission to extend 
their territory of water-rail ship-

DRIVER'S LIGENSE 
TESTS CONTINUE: 
T7177 WhUS FAR 


284 Rejected for Failing to 
Pass Vision Requirement, 
and 115 Because of Il- 
literacy. 


Most of the persons who applied 
for city drivers’ licenses yesterday, 
when the special bureau in the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium Exposition Hall 
was opened to the nubiic, were good- 


humored about it, found the brief 
traffic quiz and vision test easier 
and the time it took shorter than 
they had anticipated. 

A total of 4541 applications were 
approved. There were 101i applicants 
rejected because of illiteracy and 
221 because of failure to pass the 
vision test. Although failing to pass 
the inside vision test, 81 passed the 
outside vision test at a 200-foot dis- 
tance, and were approved. Fifty 
others who failed to pass the inside 
test were to take the outside test 
today. Fifty-one persons with phys- 
ical disabilities received driving 
tests and passed. Six persons re- 
quiring special equipment to drive 
were sent home to get their cars. 

At 3 p. m. today, 3236 applica- 
tions had been approved, 63 per- 
sons failed to pass the vision test, 
14 failed because of illiteracy, and 
nine with physical disabilities re- 
ceived driving tests and passed. 

It took a Post-Dispatch reporter 
13 minutes to go through the tests 
and pay the half-dollar fee, includ- 
ing the time spent standing in line, 
at about 1 p. m., when there was 
more of a rush. Later just enough 
applicants came in to keep the 
clerks occupied, and it took about 
five minutes to go through the pro- 
cedure. 


Errors in Filling Out Blanks. 

About one out of every three ap- 
plicants made a mistake in filling 
out the application blank and had 
to do it again. Most frequent er- 
rors were printing the name instead 
of signing it in the two places de- 
voted to signatures, and writing the 
license number of the applicant’s 
automobile in the space for the 
number of the driver's license, 

One man about 40 years old, when 
told by a floor clerk that he hadn't 
marked in the color of his eyes, 
asked: “How am I supposed to 
know the color of my eyes? There 
aren’t any mirrors around here.” 
“They're brown,” said the clerk. 
“Blue-green” suggested the report- 
er, standing nearby. It was finally 
decided that if the man couldn't de- 
termine the color of his own eyes 
in 40 years, it couldn’t be done by 
strangers in a few seconds, so he 
was sent off to decide it for him- 
self. 

Almost every applicant glibly an- 
swered, “Yes,” when asked by a 
clerk examining the application if 
he knew the city traffic laws, yet 
only about one in 50 could answer 
correctly every one of the three or 
four questions on traffic laws asked 
him. 

Most people knew the general 
speed limit is 30 miles an hour, but 
a lot of them were hazy on the 
congested district and park speed

limits. Some of them didn’t know

that a citizen’s car should be driven | 
over to the right curb and stopped | 
at the sound of a fire or police 
siren. 

One clerk said, “No wonder we 
have so many accidents. People 
have been giving me an upraised 
hand signal for a left hand turn, 
and stuff like that.” Another said 
he found the majority could answer 
three out of four questions. None 
was turned down for inability to 
answer questions, but was inform- 
ed of the right answers. 

About one out of 12 of those in 
line were women. Men of middle 
age predominated. Although only 
residents of St. Louis are required 
to have the licenses, there were a 
small number of county residents 
and one Chicago man who took out 
licenses because they sometimes 
drove cars here with St. Louis li- 
cense stickers and did not want to 
be bothered with proving their resi- 
dence, if questioned by a policeman. 

Many Slightly Color-Blind. 

The eye-test showed a surprising 
number of applicants were slightly 
color-blind. The test was taken in 
booths, at the end of lanes, from 
a distance of 20 feet. All distin- 
guished the red lights, but a few 
mistook green for blue, and a good 
many thought yellow was white or 
amber. They were not rejected for 
that. 

Applicants were asked to read 
three of the nine words” and 
phrases on the board, thrown in re- 
lief by lights behind them. The let- 
ters were 4 by .3 of an inch, and 
the words were commonly used in 
traffic signs. Typical of the few 
who failed was one man of 60, with 
ruddy face and bulky shoulders—a 
man of the outdoor type who wore 
no glasses. He peered, squinted, 
stumbled around the word “cau- 
tion,” calling it “canton” then gave 
up with a disappointed grin. 

All those who couldn’t pass the 
indoor test received one out on the 
sidewalk on Fifteenth street, being 
asked to read signs on an easel 
at the full scale prescribed in the 
ordinance—200 feet away, and let- 
ters four by three inches, It seemed 
much easier outside, even with the 
sun in one’s eyes. Several firemen 
with eyes affected by smoke 
through years of fire-fighting, were 
unable to pass the indoor test, but 
easily red the signs in the clear 
air outside. “Put that sign a block 
farther back, and I'll still read ’er,” 
one boasted. 
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There was little grumbling about 


paying the half dollar fee at the 
cashier’s cages. One man said, “I’m 
willing to pay it just to keep the 
wild drivers off the streets.” A jolly 
gray-haired man caused a laugh by 
shouting at the cashier, “What are 
you going to do with all that mon- 
ey? Where's it going?” Nobody told 
him, but the révenue, expected to be 
$100,000 a year, will go to the up- 
keep of the bureau and of traffic 
signs and signals, with the excep- 
tion of 3 per cent which will go to 
the Firemen’s Pension Fund.

The reporter 
took the test and was almost 
tricked into attempting a left turn 
at an intersection where none was 
allowed and parking in front of a 


driveway at Dunlavy’s command.

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Supreme Court Rules Against 
Government in Two Cases 
Involving Rights of States 


Knocks Out Charters Granted Under HOLC 
Act Over Wisconsin’s Protest, and Special 


Liquor Tax in 


Dry Territory. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.--In two 
cases the Supreme Court decided 
against the Government vesterday 
because of encroachment on rights 
reserved to the eta‘t2s by the Con- 
stitution. 

Justice Cardozo réported_ the 
unanimous decision of the court 
that a section of the Home Own- 
ers’ Loan Act of 1933 could not he 
interpreted as authorizing state 
building and loan associations to 
acquire Federal charters against a 
state’s wishes. 

Justice Roberts read a 6-to-3 de- 
cision that the Federal Govern- 
ment could not impose a special tax 
on liquor manufacturers and deal- 
ers who operated in states which 
remained dry following repeal of 
prohibition. 

Issues in Wisconsin Case. 

The HOLC case involved an ap- 
peal by three Wisconsin building 
and loan associations from a State 


- Supreme Court ruling that failure 


to obtain state permission barred 
them from obtaining Federal chkar- 
ters—even though their stockhold- 
ers had approved the move. 

While the Government was not a 
direct party in this case, HOLC 
lawyers argued as a “friend of the 
court” that a section of the act 
authorized such conversion even. 
over state objections in the inter- 
est of the “general welfare.” 

The Supreme Court's decision 
said: “Confining ourselves now to 
the precise and narrow questior. 
presented upon the records he-e be- 
fore us, we hold thatthe conver- 
sion. of petitioners from state into 
Federal associations is of no effect 
when voted against the protest of 
Wisconsin. Beyond that we do not 


“There has been an illegitimate 
encroachment by the Government 
of the nation upon a domain of 
activity set apart by the Constitu- 
tion as the province of the states,” 
the opinion continued. 

“No question is here presented 
as to the scope of the war power 
or of the power of eminent domain 
or of the power to regulate trans- 
actions affecting interstate or for- 
eign commerce. 

“The effect of these, if they have 
any, upon the powers reserved by 
the Constitution to the states or 
to the people will be considered 
when the need arises. 

“The Home Owners’ Loan Act to 
the extent that it permits the con- 
version of state associations into 
Federal ones in contravention of 
the laws of the place of their crea- 
tion, is an unconstitutional en- 
croachment upon the _ reserved 
powers of the states.” 


Liquor Tax Decision. 


The liquor decision was on ap- 
peals in cases against Gus L. Con- 
stantine of Birmingham and Ber- 
nord Roberts and Roger Kesterson 
of Tulsa. The tax on illicit dealers 
in dry states was imposed under a 
1926 revenue law. 

Holding that the purpose of the 
tax was to “impose a penalty as a 
deterrent and punishment for un- 
lawful conduct,” Justice Roberts 
said it was a “clear evasion of the 
police power, inherent in the states, 
reserved from the grant of powers 
to the Federal Government by the 
Constitution. 

“We think the suggestion has 
never been made—certainly never 
entertained by this court—that the 
United States may impose cumula- 
tive penalties above and beyond 
those specified by state law for in-

fractions of the state's criminal 
code by its own citizens. 

“The affirmation of such a prop- 
osition would obliterate the distinc- 
tion between the delegated powers 
of the Federal Government and 
those reserved to the states and to 
their citizens. The implications 
from a decision sustaining such an 
imposition would be startling. 

“The concession of such a power 
would open the door to unlimited 
regulation of matters of state con- 
cern by Federal authority. The reg- 
ulation of the conduct of its own 
citizens belongs to the state, not to 
the United States. The right to im- 
pose sanctions for violations of the 
state’s laws inheres in the body of 
its citizens speaking through their 
representatives. So far as the res- 
ervations of the Tenth Amendment 
(reserving specific powers to states) 
were qualified by the adoption of 
the Eighteenth Amendment, the 
qualification has been abolished.” 

Speaking also for Justices Bran- 
deis and Stone, Justice Cardozo de- 
livered a dissenting opinion which 
quoted from a previous decision 
that “one branch of the Govern- 
ment cannot encroach on the do- 
main of another without danger.” 
He continued: 

“I cannot rid myself of the con- 
viction that in the imputation to 
the lawmakers of a purpose not 
professed, the salutary rule of cau- 
tion is now forgotten or neglected 
after all the many protestations of 
its cogency and virtue. 

“Congress may reasonably have 
believed that in view of the attend- 
ant risks, a business carried on il- 
legally and furtively is likely to 
yield larger profits than one trans- 
acted openly by law-abiding men... 

“A business that is a nuisance, 
like any other business that is 
socially undesirable, may be taxed 
at a higher rate than one. legitim- 
ate and useful. By classifying in 
such a mode Congress is not pun- 
ishing for a crime against another 
government, it is not punish- 
ing at all. It is laying an excise 
upon a business conducted in a 
particular way with notice to the 
taxpayer that if he embarks upon 
that business he will be subject to 
@ special burden.” 


Ruling in Third Case. 


In a third case involving states’ 
rights, the Court upheld the Federal 
District Court of Northern Missis- 
sippi in dismissing an indictment 
under the Federal Warehouse Act 
in the theft of a bale of cotton. 

The case was appealed by the 
Government after the District Court 
i dismissed an indictment against 
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Fred Hastings and held the section 
of the 1916 act providing for pun- 
ishment was an invalid extension 
of Federal power. 

In a unanimous opinion, Chief 
Justice Hughes said the indictment 
should have been dismissed because 
it did not specify that the cotton 
alleged to have been removed was 
intended for interstate or foreign 
commerce. 

“It would need stronger evidence 
than this act affords,” he said, “to 
justify the conclusion that Congress 
intended that warehousemen, in 
taking advantage of the Federal 
statute and in issuing warehouse 
receipts as required by its terms, 
should submit to Federal control 
the deposits of products and the 
issue of warehouse receipts in the 
course of their local business where 
the products were not stored for 
interstate or foreign commerce.” 

The Chief Justice said the Court 
could not pass at the present stage 
of proceedings on the constitution- 
ality of the provision for punishing 
offenders, which had been assailed 
by James M. Beck, a leading mem- 
ber of the American Liberty 
League, as leading to the “complete 
centralization of our Government 
so far as trade and industry are af- 


fected.” 
Statement by HOLC Board. 
The Federal Home Loan Bank 


Board in a statement emphasized 
that the Supreme Court's decision 
actually affects only three Wiscon- 
sin building and loan associations 
which were converted into Federal 
institutions against the State’s pro- 
test, after operating originally un- 
der State charters. 

“As far as the three Wiscdnsin 
converted associations are con- 
cerned,” the board said, “they will 
not be adversely affected in the ex- 
isting insurance of their sharehold- 
ers under the Federal Savings and 
Loan Insurance Corporation nor in 
the investments already made in 
the shares of any of them by the 
Government, if they wish to con- 
tinue them.” 

The statement also emphasized 
that “the decision has no effect 
whatever upon the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation, the Federal 
Home Loan Banks nor the Fed- 
eral Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corporation.” 


21 Associations in Missouri Have 
Obtained Federal Charters. 
By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 10. — 
Records in the State Building and 
Loan Department show that eight 
Kansas City, five St. Louis and 
eight other state associations: have 
obtained Federal charters. Their 
incorporation under. Federal law 
cost the state annual fees amount- 
ing to approximately $7500, 

Sixteen others in Missouri were 
organized under the Federal law. 
There are 198 building and loan as- 
sociations under the State’s super- 
vision. 

The Attorney-General’s depart- 
ment had planned an attack on the 
Federal charter provisions of the 
HOLC Act but awaited the Supreme 
Court’s decision. 

The associations, converted from 
State to Federal corporations, in- 
clude: The Cass, First, Roosevelt, 
Lafayette Mutual and St. Louis 
Federal Savings and Loan Associa- 
tions of St. Louis.

MANUFACTURERS SUE 
ELECTRICAL UNION 


National Association Files Test 
Case Alleging Restraint 
of Trade. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—Charging 
restraint of trade, the National 
Electrical Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion and 14 of its members, filed 
suit in Federal District Court yes- 
terday for an injunction and dam- 
ages against Local No. 3 of the 
International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers. The suit, brought 
as a test case, charged that the 
union and six of its officers had 
forced local contractors and others 
to refrain from buying products of 
the plaintiffs. The action was filed 
under the Sherman anti-trust laws. 

S. L. Nicholson, assistant to the 
vice-president of Westinghouse 
Electric Co., said “coercive tactics” 
of the union cost the plaintiffs more 
than $1,000,000 in business annually. 

Named with the Electrical Manu- 
facturers’ Association as plaintiffs 
were the Westinghouse Electric & 
Manufacturing Co., Pittsburgh, Pa.; 
General Electric Co., Schenectady, 
N. Y.; Colt’s Patent Fire Arms 
Manufacturing Co., Hartford Conn.; 


Cutler-Hammer, Inc., Milwaukee, 
Wis.; the Hardwick Hindle, Inc., 
Newark, N. . J., and 10 smaller 
firms. 


the association, said that union 
electricians would not handle prod- 
ucts of these companies unless they 
could be assembled by its members 
in New York. 

“These 420 contractors handle 75 
per cent of the volume of business 
in New York and represent 95 
per cent of the purchasing power in 
the electrical apparatus with the ex- 
ception of light fixtures,” he ex- 
plained.

OF CANADIAN TREAT 


Tells Farm Bureau Meeting 
Gains Will Far Outweigh 
Losses to Agriculture. 


By the Associated Press, 

CHICAGO, Dec. 10.—Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace declared today 
that American agricultural gains 
from the Canadian reciprocal trade 
treaty “so far outweigh the losses 
that the net advantage to our agri- 
culture as a whole is very much 
worth while.” 

He said he welcomed constructive 
criticism, in an address at the seév- 
nteenth annual American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation convention, but de- 
clared: 

“The other kind of attack — the 
bitter, venomous kind—is not in- 
spired by any desire to help the 
farmers of this country. I believe 
that such unbridled assaults are in- 
spired rather by the same interests 
which . . have fought every at- 
tempt by the farmers to gain eco- 
nomic fair play.” 

The agreement, he said, attempts 
to undo the “terrific damage done 
by the Smoot-Hawley Tariff Act.” 
Under that act, he said, agricultural 
exports from the United States to 
Canada shrank from $100,000,000 an- 
nually to $40,000,000. 

Of American concessions to Can- 
ada on agricultural products, - he 
said that “in none of these cases 
are imports in prospect that will 
have materially adverse effect upon 
American producers.” 

British Pork Market. 

Canadian concessions on meats 
and meat products duties, he said, 
will open the way “for our farmers 
to get back a bigger share of the 
British pork market. The new 
agreement will permit American 
pork to go to Canada to replace 
Canadian pork exported to Great 
Britain, thus in effect permittinz 
increased exports of American pork 
to Great Britain.” 

He said important benefits would 
accrue to fruit and vegetable grow- 
ers through Canadian concessions 
and said there{would be “substan- 
tial gains” for United States grain 
growers. 

“Farmers of the United States 
will unquestionably gain from the 
increased exportation of manufac- 
tured products to Canada,” he said. 
“Suppose that exports of these prod- 
ucts are increased by $300,000,000—a 
conservative figure, in view of our 
trade with Canada in the past—and 
that half of this amount, or $150,- 
000,000, goes into payrolls. 

Would Raise Farmers’ Income. 

“This would mean definite and 
substantial gains in the cash in- 
come of farmers. Studies have 
shown that in the past an increase 
of $150,000,000 in United States fac- 
tory payrolls added from $4,000,000 
to $6,000,000 to the incomé of farm- 
ers in each of such states as Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Missouri, Iowa and Ohio. 

“Agriculture’s real and continuing 
problem is not how to stop the little 
trickle of competing farm imports, 
but how to move its own great sur- 
pluses into export.” 

Referring to processors and oth- 
ers who, he said, criticised imports 
in the last year, Wallace said: 

“Now that the imports caused by 
the drouth are falling off—imports 
which never were more than 2 per 
cent of the drouth loss—I expect 
that these same wolves in sheep’s 
clothing will switch their attack to

WALLACE ON BENEFITS 


WEALTHY HAVANA AN 
REPORTED. KIDNAPED 


Disappears on Cuban Road— 
Ransom Said to Have 
Been Demanded. 


By the Associated Press, 

HAVANA, Dec. 10.—Nicolas Cas- 
tano, one of the wealthiest men 
in Cuba, disappeared yesterday on 
the highway between Cienfuegos 
and Havana, the Associated Press 
was informed by reliable sources 
last night. Police refused to dis- 


cuss the affair, but it was report- 
ed that Castano, a resident of Ha- 
vana, had been kidnaped. 

Castano is interested in several 
commercial enterprises here and 
has large lumber interests on the 
island. 

He was seized about. 11 a. m. 
and a demand for ransom was re- 
ported made to the family last 
night. The amount was not made 
knowl. 

Last April 4, Eutimio Falla 
Bonet, young Havana millionaire, 
was abducted as he rode along 
one of the busiest streets of the 
capital. He was released after he 
paid $300,000 in American currency 
to his abductors. The Government 
blamed the radical Terrorist So- 
ciety, Young Cuba, for the crimes. 

Later Antonio San Miguel, weal- 
thy vice-president of the Havana 
Electric Railway, was kidnaped 
with several servants. For a week 
his friends tried to deliver the 
$286,000 ransom demanded by his 
abductors. 


Each time police thwarted pay- 
ment and the kidnapers finally re- 
leased the 80-year-old capitalist on 
his word to pay the ransom later.

MOB FLOGGING VICTIM 
DIES AT TAMPA, FLA 


Man Beaten With Two Others 
After Release by 
Police. 


By the Associated Press. 

TAMPA, Fla., Dec. 10.—Joseph 
Shoemaker, victim of a flogging by 
a mob on the night of Nov. 30, died 
last night at a local hospitai. 

Shoemaker and two others, E. F. 
Poulnot and 8S. G. Rogers, were tak- 
en 14 miles from Tampa, flogged, 
tarred and feathered and left in the 
woods. 

They said they were kidnaped im- 
mediately after being released from 
police headquarters, where they had 
been taken earlier for questioning 
as to alleged Communistic activi- 
ties. 

Rallying for a brief time an hour 
before his death, Shoemaker made 
a statement in which he was under- 
stood to have named members. of 
the mob that flogged him along 
with Poulnot and Rogers. 

Shoemaker came to Florida last 
May. He was born in Philadelphia. 

Poulnot told investigators that he 
was put in an automobile in front 
of the police station, that he 
screamed for help to a crowd which 
was told by officers they were hand- 
ling an insane prisoner. Rogers in 
his statement to officials said he 
was put in a car in the driveway 
between the City Hall and police 
station and that he recognized a 
member of the gang as a policeman. 

Mayor R. E. L. Chancey took per- 
sonal command of the city’s end of 
the flogging investigation. 

In a drastic order sent to police 
headquarters, the Mayor demanded 
a detailed statement in writing from 
every member of the force as to 
what he did, where he went, with 
whom he talked from 3 p. m., Nov. 
30, to 4 p. m., Dec. 1.

If we 
retain jurisdiction, we then 
haven't accepted the resignations.”

The petitions were filed by Boyue 
G. Clark of Columbia, general chair- 
man of the State Bar Committee, 
and were accompanied by recom- 
mendations of the Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Bar Committee that 
they .be accepted. 

Procedure Is Questioned. 

When the court appeared after a 
conference of more than an hour 
in chambers, Judge Charles T. Hays 
questioned the propriety of the 
procedure, suggesting that the Bar 
Committee was “out of its orbit” in 
making a recommendation that the 
offer of surrender of licenses be 
accepted. He asked Clark whether 
it would not be more proper to pro- 
ceed under the rules with the 
charges instead of coming in at the 
middle of the procedure. with a rec- 
ommendation that surrenders be ac- 
cepted. 

Clark replied that the resigna- 
tions “would be equivalent of revo- 
cation of licenses and disbarment.” 
He said the resignations were of- 
fered during the investigation and 
that if they were accepted by the 
court he saw no reason to carry the 
case further. The procedure was 
referred to by him as a “short cut 
to disbarment.” 

“We have no idea of white-wash- 
ing anyone,” Clark said. “If this 
procedure is not proper, we will 
proceed the other way and com- 
plete our investigation.” 

Proposal by Suddath’s Friend. 

Inghram D. Hook of Kansas City, 
one of six lawyers who said they 
appeared as friends of Suddath 
rather than counsel, asked what the 
status of the lawyers who surren- 
dered their licenses would be. He 
requested that the Supreme Court 
retain jurisdiction by accepting the 
surrenders with reservations so 
that it might take up the question 
of reinstatement later. 

Judge George Robb Ellison said 
that this could not be done since 
there were no facts before the court 
and that acceptance would consti- 
tute final disposition of the cases. 
“This is not the proper time nor 
place to talk about pleas for leni- 
ency,” Judge Ellison said. “There 
are only two issues: whether these 
men have a right to surrender their 
licenses while under investigation 
and the effect of such surrender on 
their future status.” 
Clark again took the floor to say 
there were “no strings attached to 
the surrenders.” Had there been, 
he said, the Bar Committee would 
not have recommended their ac- 
ceptance. 

Plea by James A. Potter. 

James A. Potter, Jefferson City 
lawyer, who appeared as a friend of 
Suddath, suggested that the court 
have the Bar Committee supply it 
with a statement of facts but no 
such action was taken. 

Potter said the Warrensburg 
lawyers were “men with families 
and probably wanted to avoid pub-

of Sedalia. 
Secret Investigation. 


It was learned that the bar ad- 
visory committee held secret in- 
vestigating sessions in Warrensburg 
and that the four lawyers, when 
confronted with evidence obtained 
by investigators, made admissions 
and agreed to give up their profes- 
sional status rather than submit 
to trial on charges that the commit- 
tee was prepared to file. 


‘None of the evidence was made 
public by, the bar committee, but it 
was learned that the questioned 
conduct of all four lawyers relates 
to payments by John Dawson, 81- 
year-old farmer, in connection with 
alleged affairs with women, extend- 
ing over a period of several years. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
learned that in one case under in- 
vestigation, Attorney Jones, who is 
34 years old, represented a woman 
who asserted Dawson had commit- 
ted an offense against her and col- 
lected $1000 in settlement through 
Dawson’s attorney, who was Sud- 
dath. From the $1000 Jones deduct- 
ed his own fee. The committee 
learned that Suddath actually col- 
lected $7500 from his client, making 
unexplained disposition of $6500. 
Some persons other than lawyers 
were said to have shared in it. 

In another case in which Dawson 
paid $5000 in $1 bills to settle a 
claim, Salsbury represented the 
claimant and Aber represented Daw- 
son. This was a claim by Jesse 
Ward on behalf of his 15-year-old 
daughter. It came to light earlier 
this year, when Ward, through an- 
other attorney, filed suit against 
Salsbury and Mason M. Lane, for-

There were rumors of numerous 
other payments by Dawson to settle 
claims, with the claimants receiving 
very little, but it was learned that 
details of these were not gone into 
by the committee, as no further evi- 
dence was needed.

peared and testified under oath, as 
required by the new rules of the 
Supreme Court.

Careers of Principals. 


Salsbury, about 50 years old, 
served two terms as Prosecuting At- 
torney from Jan. 1, 1931, to Jan. 1, 
1935. His predecessor, serving one 
term, was Jones, who is a graduate 
of Washington University and has 
practiced at Warrensburg about 
eight years. 

It is understood that Jones was

Aber also was a member of the 
judicial circuit bar committee un- 
til the investigation was started.

Gayles R. Pines, a young law- 
yer who recently represented Daw- 
son, is said to have assisted in the 
inquiry. He recently advised Daw- 
son to fight a large claim that had 
been submitted against him in be- 
half of a woman. 


One phase of the investigation 
concerned efforts that are said to 
have been made to keep witnesses, 
and particularly Jesse Ward, from 
testifying before the grand jurv.

John Dawson, 81, Confirms 


Disclosures in Inquiry Into 
Lawyers’ Conduct.

WARRENSBURG, Mo. Dec. 10. 


—John Dawson, wealthy 81-year-old 
farmer, said last night that he had 
paid more than $40,000 to various 
persons in the last two or three 
years to avoid or _ settle suits 
instituted by women. 

The payments were disclosed aft- 
er four Warrensburg lawyers, Har- 
ry J. Salsbury, Max D. Aber, Roy 
A. Jones and William E. Suddath 
had returned their licenses to the 
Supreme Court after an investiga- 
tion by the Missouri Bar Associa- 
tion. The attorneys represented 
Dawson or the plaintiffs in the 
various cases. 

Dawson said he paid $7500 in the 
first case but did not remember 
the amounts in the other cases. 

“I tried to forget the money paid 
on claims,” Dawson said. “If I had 
let myself think about them I 
would have been crazy. I put them 
clear out of my mind.” 

It is reliably reported Dawson 
paid $44,000 in amounts ranging 
from $1900 to $7500. 

Dawson, in spite of his age, may 
be found on one of his farms daily, 
doing chores, directing the feeding 
of 160 head of Shorthorn cattle 
and supervising more than 800 acres 
of land. His wife died a year ago 
and he lives in a large house across 
the street from the Warrensburg 
State Teachers’ College.

One adjustment would have to 
be made by prospective purchas- 
ers of the Browns. That relates 
to the lease on the park. One of 
the queer quirks of the present 
situation is, we are informed, that 
the Browns pay an annual rental 
of $5,000 a year to the Dodier 
Realty Co., while the Cardinals 
pay only $35,v00. The Dodier Co. 
and the Browns are, at present, 
both operated by the Phil Ball 
estate. 

With both clubs owned outside 
of the realty company, discrimi- 
nation as to rental would not be 
reasonable.

Arguments on AAA Completed; 
Supreme Court’s Decision Not 
Expected for 4 Weeks at Least 


New Deal Lawyer, Hard Pressed by Questions 
From Bench Yesterday, Allowed to 
Finish Without Interruption.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The 
Supreme Court adjourned 15 min- 
utes early this afternoon when 
Solicitor-General Stanizy Reed he- 
came ill while arguing the consti- 
tutionality of the Ban!:head Cotton 
Act. Reed. had been subiected to 
a series of critical quesiions from 
the bench as he was yect2:.lay while 
arguing the validity of the, AAA 

Finally Reed abruptly announced 
to the Court that he would have to 
stop and continue his arguments 
later. As Chief Justice Hughes ad- 
journed court at 4:15 Pp. m., Reed 
staggered and had to be assjsted to 
a chair by fellow attorneys. 

Court attaches said later Reed 
had just suffered a “fainting spell,” 
but was all right and would be able 
to continue his arguments tomor- 
row.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Oral 
arguments for and against the con- 
stitutionality of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act, as presented in the 
Hoosac Mills Corporation case, were 
completed today before the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 
The concluding argument was made 
by the Solicitor-General of the 
United States, Stanley Reed, who 
was sharply questioned by the Jus- 
tices yesterday. He was allowed to 
proceed uninterruptedly today. 

The arguments attacking the 
validity of the act were made by 
former Senator George Wharton 
Pepper of Pennsylvania, Edward R. 
Hale of Boston and Bennett San- 
derson, counsel for the Hoosac com.- 
pany. Reed made the sole appear- 
ance for the Government. 

Questions from the bench yester- 
day indicated skepticism of the ad- 
ministration’s farm relief program. 
A decision on the question, which 
will have extended ramifications 
in the 1936 presidential campaign, 
is not expected for at least four 
weeks. 

The Hoosac Corporation of Mas- 
sachusetts, a manufacturer of tex- 
tiles, contested payment of process- 
ing taxxes to the Federal Govern- 
ment on the theory that the taxes 
and the benefit payments to farm- 
ers for crop regulation, made possi- 
ble by the taxes, are unconstitution- 
al. The Federal District Court held 
the taxes constitutional, but the first 
Circuit Court of Appeals complete- 
ly rejected the act. 

Pepper’s Closing Argument. 

In his closing arguments today, 
Pepper rose to heights of eloquence, 
urging the Justices not to substitute 
the “land of the regimented for the 
land of the free.” 

At no time during his 50 minutes 
of argument was he interrupted by 
questiones from the bench. He was 
followed by the associate counsel 
for the Hoosac Mills, Edward R. 
Hale of Boston, who read his argu- 
ments in an amost inaudible mon- 
otone. 

“If you look at this case realis- 
tically,” Pepper told the Justices, 
“you will see that it is not a volun- 
tary scheme any more than the tax 
on manufacturers of products pro- 
duced by child labor constituted a 
voluntary scheme under which the 
manufacturer had the choice of 
paying the tax or of quitting his 
practice of using child labor.” 


This reference was to the Court's | 


decision in the second child-labor 
tax case, in which the Court decid- 
ed that Congress could not regulate 
production under the guise of the 
taxing power. 

“The farmer cannot afford not to 
join in the scheme,” Pepper contin- 
ued. “The liberal sums handed out 
by the Secretary of Agriculture are 
a great deal more effective than 
criminal penalties or taxes levied on 
manufacturers using child labor.” 


Derides Poll of Farmers. 

Pepper derided the “unanimity of 
support” given the AAA program in 
the recent poll of the farmers. 

“I could secure even greater un- 
animity if I should poll college 
students to determine whether al- 
lowances from fathers should be 
continued,” he said. 

Pepper said that he observed a 
“striking parallelism” between the 
AAA and the NIRA, even though 
the acts had not been written by 
the same authors. 

“My friend, the Solicitor-General, 
relied on the interstate commerce 
clause of the Constitution to justify 
the NIRA,” Pepper observed, “and 
now, with that support taken from 
him, he is forced to rely on the 
‘general welfare’ clause. 
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act shows the general welfare 
clause gone mad. It is a use of the 
clause to rob Peter, the processor, 
to pay Paul, the producer.” 

Commenting on Secretary Wal- 
lace’s repeated declaration that the 
AAA was the farmer’s tariff, Pep- 
per said that tariff legislation was 
based on the power of Congress to 
regulate foreign commerce, one of 
the enumerated powers of the Con- 
stitution. There is no comparable 
power, he said, to cover the AAA 
program. 

Justice Questions Reed. 

‘Reed was subjected’ yesterday to 
the same sort of questioning he en- 
countered when he made the con- 
cluding argumént in the Schechter 
NRA case, which went against the 
Government. As in the earlier case, 
he was unable to answer some of 
the questions from the bench. He 
spoke for an hour and 40 minutes. 

Justice McReynolds began the 
serious questioning of the Govern- 
ment counsel. After Reed had ex- 
plained that the act declared a pol- 
icy for parity prices of what the 
farmer selis with prices 6f what 
the farmer buys, and that the proc- 
essing taxes were designed to bring 
about a “fair exchange value,” the 
Justice demanded to know what 
this phrase meant. 

Reed said that it was based on 
indexes prepared by the Department 
of Agriculture, and that the act au- 
thorized the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to use these indexes in closing 
the spread between farm and indus- 
trial prices. McReynolds pointed 
out that the Secretary was author- 
ized to change a tax when he “had 
reason to believe” the tax was not 
accomplishing its purpose, and ask- 
ed whether this did not involve dis- 
cretionary powers. 

“The Secretary has a right to do 
it,” Reed replied. He added, how- 
ever, that the Secretary had made 
no such changes. 

Other Justices Join In. 

Justice Sutherland observed that 
perhaps he had not had occasion 
to make such a change. 

“Does failure to act involve a 
matter of discretion?” Justice Stone 
inquired. 

“To this extent,” Reed answered, 
“he is compelled to act if he finds 
certain circumstances.” 


GERMAN DOCTORS 
ORDERED TRAINED 
IN NAZI DOCTRINE 


Only “Aryans” Permitted to 
Take Course Decreed 
by Government.

BERLIN, Dec, 10.—Doctors, many 


of whom are graduates of renowned 


universities and enjoy international 
reputations, are being sent to school 
again to get the Nazi point of view. 
The Minister of the Interior decreed 
that between Nov. 1 and April 30, 
1936, the younger physicians and 
surgeons must take special short 
courses in eugenics, racial matters 
and Nazi _ social policies. During 
training the doctors’ will live in 
camps. 

Other courses, in unannounced 
subjects, are being conducted for 
doctors in communities of less than 
100,000 population. These are so ar- 
ranged that the doctors will not 
have to interrupt their practice 
while studying. It is reported, with- 
out official confirmation or denial, 
that these courses are intimately 
connected with Germany’s rearma- 
ment and that the doctors are re- 
ceiving instruction as to their places 
in event of war. 

Only “Aryan” doctors are permit- 
ted to take any of these courses. 

New decrees by the Federal War 
Ministry require medical students 
to serve one year in the army “be- 
cause one cannot become a good 
military doctor without having him- 
self gone through the joys and suf- 
ferings of a soldier.”

Lord Moynihan Says He Will 
Present Proposal to 
Parliament.

LONDON, Dec. 10.—Lord Moyni- 
han of Leeds announced today he 
would present a “voluntary euthana- 
sia” bill to Parliament under 
which Government “referees” would 
be final arbiters of the fate of suf- 
ferers from incurable diseases de- 


siring death. 

Lord Moynihan, a British  sur- 
geon and president of the volun- 
tary euthanasia (easy death) legal- 
ization society, said he would place 
the bill before the House of Lords 
after a meeting of the society to- 
night. 

Dr. Killick Millard, secretary of 
the society, said a patient. would 
be required to make legal applica- 
tion for death and then obtain two 
independent medical _ certificates 
stating he was suffering an “in- 
curable, fatal, painful disease.” 
These certificates would be sub- 
mitted to “euthanasia referees,” 
who, if satisfied, would then grant 
an official death permit. A seven- 
day interval would take place be- 
fore a physician, licensed by the 
Ministry of Health, would adminis- 
ter a humane death. During this 
period the applicant could change 
his mind or the nearest relative 
could appeal.

It is not 
his thesis alone, but that of the Republican party. 
It was Herbert Hoover’s in the ill-fated attempt to 
cure the farmers’ ills through the Federal Farm 
Board. The problem, for good or ill, whether through 
the AAA or some other device, has got to be at- 
tacked on a national basis. 

No candidate for the presidency will be found run- 
ning on any other platform. If the Republicans win, 
we venture that they will offer a farm program 
designed, like the AAA, to repair the difference be- 
tween the prices that the farmer pays for manu- 
factured products and the prices that he receives. 
And why not? The present tariff is a subsidy to the 
manufacturer. So long as we have that, the argu- 
ments against a comparable benefit for the farmer, 
call it what you will, must fall flat. Senator Mc- 
Nary of Oregon, the Republican leader in the Sen- 
ate, is already out with a proposal embracing the 
equalization fee and the domestic allotment and ex- 
port debenture plans. 

The President’s speech slants toward the dema- 
gogic when he implies that the criticism of the farm 
plan comes in the main, if not wholly, from “personal 
advantage seekers and profiteers.” Here is another 
example of that smugness which all too often char- 
acterizes the attitude of the administration in reply- 
ing to its critics. No possibility of a sincere dif- 
ference of opinion as to the AAA is admitted. Nor is 
there any attempt to reply to specific criticisms of 
the crop-reduction plan, such as those, from official 
as well as unofficial sources, growing out of the un- 
questioned plight of the share-croppers in the South. 
The speech flows from the easy assumption that the 
recovery measures of the New Deal have set us on 
the way to “buoyant happy life” and that he who 
finds fault with them is ipso facto a short-sighted 
selfish person who would grind his less fortunate 
fellows under heel. 

Doubtless some of the criticism of the AAA is 
selfish, but not by any means all of it. It is quite 
possible to indorse wholeheartedly the purpose of the 
act—the lifting of the farmer in the economic scale 
—without agreeing with the methods. There is sin- 
cere criticism of the AAA on the ground that it is 
based on a scarcity economy, not an economy of 
abundance. After all, it is hard, in a supposedly 
civilized society, to reconcile the curtailment of crops 
with the fact that millions of persons are under- 
nourished. Criticism of the AAA because of that 
paradox cannot be airily brushed aside as a selfish 
or ill-informed attack on the New Deal. 

It seems to the Post-Dispatch that sound public 
policy requires that the AAA, or any other substitute 
that may be predicated on the scarcity theory, should 
be regarded as a stop-gap, justifiable perhaps in an 
emergency but not justifiable as a long-term program. 
Secretary Wallace, one of the clearest thinkers in the 
administration, has signified often that he thinks of 
AAA in those terms. The basic problem in our 
country is to build up and diffuse purchasing power 
to the point where the people can satisfy their legiti- 
mate needs and desires. If we had that happy con- 
dition today, there would be no problem of farm 
surpluses. 

Only by implication does the President say that he 
regards the crop-reduction program as an emergency 
measure pure and simple. This thought can be read 
into his statement that we must not be blind “to the 
necessity of looking ahead to the permanent meas- 
ures which are necessary to a more stable economic 
life.” To our way of thinking, those permanent 
measures, if the Republic is to have the prosperity 
to which its genius and its resources entitle it, can- 
not be based on the philosophy that underlies the 
AAA. We should like the President’s speech better 
if, instead of indulging in generalizations praising 
the AAA —which tell us nothing new—and in an 
indiscriminate lashing of its critics, he had given a 
more explicit assurance that the administration does 
not intend to support crop-reduction schemes, or any 
other schemes based on the scarcity theory, a minute 
longer than’is necessary. There is a better way of 
life for America than the way of seeking profits— 
whether for the farmer or the manufacturer — 
through scarcity.

Il. Bad Law From a Hard Case 


HEN, on Nov. 
W declared that “certain 
such as oil, copper, trucks, 
scrap iron and scrap steel... are essential 
war materials,” and that “this class of trade 
is directly contrary to the policy of this 
Government,” he took a position which is 
of such importance that it must be chal- 
lenged even by those who in the end may 
find themselves disposed to agree with it. 
The first thing to note about Secretary 
Hull’s declaration is that it radically changed 
the rules of neutrality AFTER Italy had 
gone to war, and that it changed them radi- 
cally to the disadvantage of Italy. For in 
August, Congress had specifically declined 
to put an embargo on raw materials. We 
have to ask ourselves, therefore, whether we 
believe that it is wise to establish the prece- 
dent that in future wars, especially great 
wars, the United States may at the discre- 
tion of the President change the rules at 
any time so radically that the decision may 
give the victory to one side rather than to 
another. ‘ ¢ 
It seems to me clear that such a procedure 
is wholly inconsistent with the ideal and the 
practice of neutrality. For if it is known 
that in a war we may or may not be willing 
to sell necessary supplies, is it not obvious 
that, by exercising that right to discriminate, 
we make ourselves the arbiter of the balance 
of power?

The United States is by all odds the largest 
reservoir of war supplies on the face of the 
earth; to open or close access to that reser- 
voir after war has begun, or to have differ- 
ent rules for some wars than for others, 
means simply that at the discretion of the 
President the immense weight of the United 
States would be used to help one side or the 
other. Such a policy would be regarded as 
a virtual alliance by the beneficiary and 
almost as bad as outright belligerency by the 
victim. 

It would mean that since the United States 
reserved the right to discriminate and thus 
perhaps to decide the outcome of the war, 
the United States would be entangled at all 
times in one way or another in the shifting 
alignments of the European world. It would 
mean that the Government would be sub- 
jected to every kind of diplomatic pressure 
from abroad, that American opinion would 
be subject to every kind of propagandist 
pressure, that the American electorate would 
be divided in accordance with its European 


sympathies, 


These considerations are _ sufficient, it 
seems to me, to exclude as unwise and im- 
practicable a policy which would change the 
rules of neutrality after war has begun or 
just before it breaks out. Whatever the 
rules are to be, they must be rules that are 
known in advance and are sincerely applied. 

It may be assumed that this will be the 
decision of Congress and that this decision 
will accurately reflect the sentiment of the 
American people. If we take this for 
granted—that Congress will give the Presi- 
dent administrative discretion but no sub- 
stantial power to discriminate in important 
matters of neutral policy—then we may ask 
whether the President and Secretary Hull 
really desire to establish as the fixed rule 
of the United States that the export for war 
purposes of “essential war materials” is “di- 
rectly contrary to the policy of this Govern- 
ment.” Essential war materials, in any real- 


commodities, 
tractors, 
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istic sense, include not merely oil, copper, 
iron and steel, but cotton and food as well. 
An army cannot fight without weapons. It 
cannot shoot without cotton. It cannot move 
without fuel. It cannot exist without food 
and clothing. 

Now suppose we refuse these supplies to 
Italy. Suppose Congress puts the policy into 
the law, prohibiting the export not only of 
weapons but of “war materials.” Then sup- 
pose Italy goes to war with the British Em- 
pire and with France. Or suppose Germany 
goes to war with France and Britain. Is 
the United States to close its markets to vir- 
tually the whole of Europe and to Canada 
as well? 

Is it not evident that if we apply to all 
belligerents the policy we are now applying 
to Italy, we shall ruin ourselves and. them: 
that if, on the other hand, we do not apply 
it to them, then we are flagrantly unneutral 
in spirit and in practice, and liable to almost 
any kind of reprisal? 


The present maneuvers to deny oil to Italy 
may look like “co-operation” with the League 
against an aggressor; the same policy 
applied in a great war would endanger if it 
did not destroy the Powers which are the 
backbone of the League. We should be 
cutting our own throats by stopping. prac- 
tically all our exports, and the British and 
French throats as well. 

As a matter of fact, it is an impossible 
policy. The American people have a very 
small stake in the Italian war trade: the 
October oil exports amounted to less than 
$1,000,000. But the export trade with the 
British Empire is a wholly different thing, 
and a policy which stopped that trade would 
produce a devastating depression in the 
United States. It is not likely that Congress 
would actually, when the copper and cotton 
and oil piled up at home, permit the embargo 
to be enforced. But if it did not, the United 
States would have ceased to be neutral, 
having changed the rules for the benefit of 
Britain. 

Surely it is not wise to make a rule of 
neutrality that cannot be lived up to except 
at an intolerable cost and cannot be changed 
without ceasing to be neutral. 


It seems to me that, having applied the 
congressional embargo against weapons, 
having announced on Oct. 5 that war trade 
would not have diplomatic protection, the 
administration then, on Oct. 10, took a path 
which it cannot follow through to the end. 
It made the mistake, I venture to believe, of 
letting the broad policy of the United States 
be determined by the very peculiar, the very 
exceptional and the very temporary circum- 
stances of the Ethiopian war and the 
League’s half-hearted sanctions. It set out 
to stop the export of oil to Italy partly 
because it did not wish to be accused of 
breaking down the League's sanctions, partly 
because it did not wish to find itself respon- 
sible for a League blockade to stop Ameri- 
can oil from reaching Italy. 

But it overlooked the fundamental fact, I 
think, that the United States cannot have 
one neutral policy for Italy in the Ethiopian 
war and a different policy if there is a war 
between Italy and Great Britain, or between 
Germany and the League. It has proeeeded 
to develop a policy which, though it may 
seem suitable while the League is dealing 
mildly and reluctantly with Italy, would be 
absolutely disastrous to ourselves, and to

| HE utility holding companies have said

So far as defense of these 
suits is concerned, the answer is simple. The 
taxpayers will pay for that. Already the 
SEC has had to borrow lawyers from several 
other Government establishments. But there 
is a limit to such borrowing. So the various 
District Attorneys’ offices, few of which 
boast a staff attorney versed in utility law, 
/will have to hire outside talent, and at fees 
‘matching the bids of the utilities themselves. 
| And, who will pay the legal bills of the 
| utilities themselves? Not the executives of 
ithe holding companies who hire the lawyers 
and order the suits filed, but the customers 
who pay the electric light bills and the 
‘investors who own utility stocks.

JUNIOR LEAGUE TEARS 
TALK ON MARK TWAIN 


Bernard DeVoto, Writer, Says 
Humorist Was 
Prophet. 


A man from the East who was 
born in the West came to St. L-uis 
yesterday and, in scholarly and au- 
thoritative tones, told those Middle 
Westerners who heard him at the 
Junior League of the greatness of 
Missouri-born Mark Twain and of 
Twain's relation to the times of 
today. 

He was Bernard DeVoto, lec- 
turer at Harvard University, nov- 
elist, critic, and author of “Mark 
Twain’s America,” a critical bio- 
graphical essay which places Mark 
Twain squarely in his social back- 
ground. The lecture was occa- 
sioned by the centennial of Mark 
Twain’s birth which is being ob- 
served this year. 

DeVoto had a lot to say about 
Mark Twain, the frontiersman, the 
joke cracker, the idyll-maker, the 
innovater, and the satirist, and 
about those literary critics who in 
the past have held Mark Twain up 
as either a buffoon or a frustrated 
and hapless writer. But he was 
most interesting and, probably, 
most significant, when he talked 
of Mark Twain the prophet—the 
prophet who, born in the confident 
era of American life when it was 
thought everything was possible in 
the American democratic society, 
perceived that that society did not 
“have in itself the seeds of perfec- 
tion.” 

Foresaw the End. 


“One thing must be acknowledged 
today,” he said, “and it is likely to 
be the foremost in the estimate of 
Mark Twain that will be made in 
this place 100 years from today. It 
is this: That, just as nineteenth 
century America found itself in his 
works, so his works embodied a 
perception of its end. The Mark 
Twain who has conspicuously come 
into his own in the last few years 
is the Mark Twain we recognize as 
our contemporary. 

“In our day has perished the New 
Jerusalem of the democratic hope. 
Democracy has perceived the dif- 
ference between vision and reality. 
The confident era when Mark 
Twain was born, when there was 
no limit to our aspiration but the 
stars, and the stars would soon be 
within our reach, ended, if not in 
the Civil War, then in the  un- 
dreamed of evocation of new ener- 
gies in the 30 years that followed it. 

“The nation that gazed down a 
new century in 1900—down what 
vista of war, upheaval, and catas- 
trophe we now know something of 
—was an older, less hopeful, less 
visionary nation than the expand- 
ing certainty of 1835. It was learn- 
ing to come to terms not only with 
reality, but also with self-knowl- 
edge. Neither man nor society, it 
was coming slowly to perceive, had 
in itself the seeds of perfection. 
The human race was after all the 
human race, and the pronounce- 
ment of that dead end is first 
made, for American literature, in 
Mark Twain’s books. 

Understood Democracy’s Frustra- 
tion. 

“Democracy had been young, 
hopeful, and seemingly irresistible; 
democracy was now tired, tested, 
and disenchanted, aware that it 
could rise no higher than its source, 
and that its source is the human 
race, for which old Mark was will- 
ing to find the conclusive adjective. 
Mark Twain's life covered the peri- 
od of the greatest democratic hope, 
and his work means that he shared 
the hope and came to understand 
its eternal frustration. 

“He has been called a pessimist. 
Pessimism is only the name that 
men of weak nerves give to wisdom. 
Say rather that, when he looked at 
the human race, he saw no ranked 
battalions of the angels. Say that, 
beginning as a sharer of the demo- 
cratic hope, he had eyes keen 
enough to see the collision of that 
hope with the reality of its eternal 
conditions—the world and mankind. 

“Say that, with a desire however 
warm and with the tenderness of a 
lover, he nevertheless understood 
that the heart of man is wayward, 
a dark forest. Say that it is not 
repudiation he comes to at last, but 
reconcilliation —an assertion that 
democracy is not a pathway to the 
stars but only the articles of war 
under which the race fights an 
endless battle with itself.’ 

“Say, in short, that the great 
humorist, the great novelist, was

also a prophet, that he worked 
through the pieties and timidities of 
his time to the realities of ours. For 
that is what has happened to him 
in these years of disaster—that we 
have finally, after much nonsense, 
learned that, dead these 25 years 
and silent for almost 50, he is never- 
theless one of us. 

“For good or ill it may be, but in 
so far as our own time has courage, 
it is the courage not of hope but of 
realism, the knowledge that the con- 
ditions of life are infinitely diffi- 
cult and the armies of evil infinitely 
strong. And that is the judgment 
passed in those sunny and leisurely 
pages where a shrewd boy is drift- 
ing down the great river on a raft, 
looking with undeluded eyes on the 
strange and various spectacle ef the 
human race.”
